As soon as President Harding and 
General Dawes, director of the budget 
bureau, come to the support of the 
powerful senator who presides over 
the appropriations committee. It may 
be assumed the Senate will act fa- 
vorably upon the proposal, although 
with a good deal of reluctance. 
Centralized control of all the mam 


supply 
bills in 
Congress is Just as 
necessary as a budget bureau to co- 
ordinate the estimates and requests 
for money from the various branches 
of the government. Without it there 
is bound to be lack of teamwork and 
log-rolling by the various committees 
having supply bills to report.

ample. naturally becomes the spokes- 
man and advocate of the war depart- 
ment's requirements, regardless of the 
needs of the governmental system as 
a whole.

For Instance in 1S23 President Mon- 
roe in his annual message to congress 
laid down that line of Ajnerican poli- 
cy which for nearly a century has 
been known' a* the Monroe Doctrine 
and which has been of vast import- 
ance in our'foreign affairs . Congress 
was not consulted about that matter 
and never formally approved it. 
In- 


deed there were many members who 
at the time criticised it severely and 
prophesied that It would draw us in- 
to those entanglements which some 
of the present generation have pro- 
fessed to fear from participation In 
the work of the League of Nations. 
Without congressional sanction 
the 


dor-trine stands 
unimpaired to 
the 


present day. 
There are many surprising things 


which the president can do in domes- 
tic affairs also without asking leave 
of congress. 
For example in April 


1861. 
Abraham Lincoln called out sev- 


eral hundred thousand volunteers, is- 
sued bonds to a vast amount, and 
took other necessary steps to suppress 
Vhe secession of the southern states 
without consulting the wishes of con- 
gress. It was not until July 4 .after 
he had committed the country irre- 
vocabyl to the policy of suppression 
of rebellion, that congress convened 
In special session, when it had no al- 
ternatlv, but to approve everything 
Mr. Lincoln had done.
